Salads in Ute Spring 


Robins sing in the soft yellow su n ­ 
light late on a spring afternoon 
There is a brilliant streak of azure 
as a bluebird 
flashes 
by 
Little 
streams, flush from spring rains and 
melting snows, 
tumble 
down 
the 
greening hillsides 
Under tile leaf­ 
less trees, anem ones and hypaticas 
thrust shyly through the soft brown 
earth, their buds ready to burst with 
white, and palest lavender, and rich, 
red -purple blooms . These are the 
first salad days, early in the spring. 
On afternoons like this, a genera­ 
tion ago, the farm w om en went to 
the hills and m eadows to dig dan­ 
delion greens. 
For, as the long w in ­ 
ter wore on and on, the folks had all 
been yearning for something fresh 
and green. 
Canned and dried fruits 
and vegetables, and salted, smoked, 
and pickled meats had been their 
daily fare throughout the fall and 
winter. Before the first spring thaws 
had come the vegetables, left in the 
root pit, w ere hard and woody and 
dry. 
And so the first saw -toothed 
leaves of dandelion, sharp and acrid 
though they were, seemed a special, 
savory treat after w inter’s meager 
store. 
A mess of dandelion greens, cooked 
dow n and dressed with vinegar and 
salt, made a strong, earthy dish that 
seem ed to purge the body and the 
soul of winter. 
Folks said it thinned 
the blood, and advised it as a tonic 
in the spring along with sulphur and 
molasses. 
There 
m ay have 
been 
som ething to the theory, too, for 
throughout 
the 
winter 
the 
farm 
folk’s food had been low' in vita­ 
mins and minerals; and dandelion 
greens and the old-tim e molasses did 
supply 
an 
important new 
source 
of the nutriments sadly needed in 
their diet. 
Today, with a fine supply of fresh 
fruits and vegetables in our markets 
the whole year round, w e don’t need 
these special tonics any more. 
But, 
even so, to most of us die first new 
salad greens are as great a treat as 
ever in die spring. 
Tender leaves 
of lettuce, succulent French endive, 
crisp romaine and sn ow y celery, tiny 
rosy radishes, fiery green 
onions, 


and brilliant beautiful tom atoes—all 
.shredded, chopped, and .jssed to­ 
gether in a dressing of vintage vin e­ 
gar and oil—still seem to us as fair 
a harbinger of spring as did dande­ 
lion greens to the farm folk long ago.
